WASHINGTON, April 24.—Minister 
Conger, from Peking, has cabled to 
Secretary Hay a synopsis of the de- 
mands made upon China by Russia re- 
specting the control of Manchuria. 
This account agrees precisely with the 
full and aceurate press reports of 
Russia's last coup from the Chinese 
capital. Secretary Hay will take no 
action in the matter until he has com- 
municated the facts to the President 
and has learned the latter's wishes. 

The political impression here is that 
the Russian action_js a distinct breach 
of faith with the United States. The 
Russian government pledged itself 
three times formally, and the docu- 
ments are of record, that the “open 
door” should be maintained in Man- 
churia and the Russian troops would 
be withdrawn as soon as peace Was re- 
stored. Finally, the latter promise 
took the shape of a treaty stipulation. 
It was provided that the evacuation 
should take place within three dis- 
tinct periods. The last Russian soldier 
should have quit Manchuria on the 8th 
of-this month, according to that treaty. 
But the plausible explanation for a 
temporary retention of the remaining 
Russian troops was offered by Russia 
in the claim that the country was still 
disturbed and that vigorous military 
methods were necessary in the inter- 
est of sanitation. — 

Officials declare that there is no dan- 
ger of war with Russia over this in- 
cident. The government of the United 
States has recorded its ideas of what 
should be done in Manchuria, and as 
the result of Secretary's Hays projected 
conference with the President, it is 
probable that a further remonstrance | 
will be added. But it is anticipated 
that Russia will, for the time being at 
least, allay foreign opposition, or at 
least that of the United States, by 
carrying out its pledge as to the “open 
door.“ 

There will de no additional treaty 
ports in Manchuria 1? Russia succeeds 
in this last move. Newchwang, however, 
is Still a treaty por: and when Russia 
makes a further move of applying her 
customs system to that port, its 

ucts way enter there at the same 
uniform rate of 5 per cent. dutyras are 
collected in the Southern Chinese ports. 

An official of the government well in- 
formed regarding Chinese affairs, says 
that the step taken by Russia is one 
for which she has been preparing for 
a number of years. Extraordinary as 
it may seem, he says, there appears to 
be no way of preventing the consum- 
mation ot Russia's plan. Japan is in no 
position to dispute the action, and even 
with the assistance of England it is 
doubtful, in his opinion, whether the 
purpose of Russia could be changed. 

As to the interest of this govern- 
ment, he said, it was doubtful whether 
the United States could look with fa- 
vor upon the far greater control of the 
Pacific Ocean which the new move 
would give Russia. He had no doubt 
that Russia would eventually apply 
the Russian tarifftothe new territory, 
in which case the United States would 
endeavor to sell the Russians raw ma- 
terials for manufacture in place of the 
finished products which now go to that 
part of China. He said there had been 
great development in Manchuria under 
the Russian auspices during the past 
few years, especially in the last eight 
months. Immense sums of money, he 
said, have been spent in building rail- 
roads, bridges and other works to im - 
prove transportation routes and build 
up industries. This was especially the 
case at Dalny, the port about forty 
miles from Port Arthur, which has not 
only been greatly improved, but well 
fortified. The port is in the leased terri- 
tory, which was discussed in corre- 
spondence between the United States 
and Russian governments in 1899. 

When Russia leased for twenty-five 
years certain Chinese ports, assurances 
were given Ambassador Hitchcock that 
the “open door would be maintained. 
To make this more emphatic, Secre- 
tary Hay, September 6, addressed a let - 
ter to Ambassador Tower, calling at- 
tention to the categorical assurances 
given his.predecessor by Russia when 
she leased the ports of Port Arthur, Ta 
Lien Wan and the adjacent territory 
on the Liao Tung peninsula. Decem- 
ber 18, 1899, Count Muravieff replied 
to Secretary Hay’s note, sayin that 
the imperial government had demon- 
strated its firm intention to follow the 
policy of the “open door.“ In the same 
note the Count said that as to other 
territory the fixing of duties belong to 
China itself, and the “imperial govern- 
ment has no intention of claiming pri 
leges for its own subjects 40 the ex- 
clusion of other foreigners. 

The Count said: “The imperial gove 
ernment is happy to have complied with 
‘the wishes of the American govern- 
ment.“ 

Count Cassini, the Russian Ambassa- 
dor, here, said concerning the an- 
nouncement made in the dispatches 
from Peking relative to conditions 
which Russia has named to China: “I 


‘| have not yet received official news and, 


in consequence, cannot discuss the 
points mentioned in the dispatches. 1 
can gay, generally speaking, however, 
that it is only natural that Russia. 
before evacuating Manchuria, should 
take measures to prevent a repetition 
of the troubles of 1900, as well as to 
insure in that country her political in- 
fluence, Which was never contested, ow- 
ing to its geographical position.” 

Tn answer to questions as to how 
the proposed terms named in the dis- 
patch from Peking would affect Amer- 
ican trade interests in Manchuria, the 
Ambassador, repeating that he could 
not discuss the details of the terms 
mentioned in the dispatches, said he 
had not been officially advised of them, 
adding: “The assurances which Russia 
has given on different occasions rela- 
tive to the security of American trade 


interests in Memchuria corstinue in 
ful force and could not be otherwise 
construed.” 


The dispatches from Peking announc- 
ing the terms which Russia has named 
to China for the carrying out of the 
Manchurian agreement were read with 
deep concern in diplomatic circles to- 
day. While the diplomats are not dis- 
posed, for obvious reasons, to publicly 
comment on them, it is expected that at 
last the United States. Great Britain 
and Japan will join in a firm note to 
the Chinese government, insisting that 
China do not agree to the conditions 
whieh Russia seeks to impose. It is 
rather expected in diplomatic quarters 
that the fnited States will take the 


initiative, possibiy ause of the 
prompt action taken by , 


on the other occasions when Russia 
sought to secure an agreement with 
China which was heid by this and other 
powers to be inimical to their inter- 
ests. The interests of the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan in Manchurés 
are such, it is said. as to bring those 
countries closely together in this mat- 
ter. 

Another reason which leads at least 
frome of the diplomats to think that the 
United States will move first in the 
matter of representations to China to 
withhold acquiescence to the Russian 
terms is that Russia had made, as one 
of the conditions precedent to the 
evacuation of Newchwang and the 
two southern provinces of Manchuria, 
the condition that there shall be no 
new treaty ports in Manchuria, where- 
‘as the draft of the new commercial 
treaty between the United States and 
China provides for the opening of Muk- 
den and Taku Shan as treaty ports. 
The date for Russia's withdrawal from 
Newchwang was April 8, but it is not 
known here just how long before that 
date Russia communicated the de- 
mands to China which were announced 
in the Peking dispatches this morning, 
and it is not, therefore, known whether 
the proposals relative to treaty ports 
antedate the drafting of the American- 
Chinese commercial treaty, Light on 
this point is now of especial interest. 

Under the terms of the Manchurian 
convention, the final evacuation of 
Manchuria by Russia is to take place 
next September, therefore the diplo- 
matic representative of the powers in 
interest in the Orient will closely watch 
developments since the determination 
of the present issue will materially af- 
fect the final step. It is not expected 
in diplomatic quarters that any repre- 
sentations will be made by the powers 
affected by the Russian demands to 
Russia direct, but rather to the Chi- 
nese government. This would as ef- 
fectually apprise Russia of the views 
of the powers moving in the matter as 


if a note should be directed to the 
Russian Foreign Office. 
FRANCE MAINTAINS RESERVE.

PEKING, April 24.—According to the 
Chinese story, when Prince Ching, the 
grand secretary, received the Russian 
demands, he returned the document to 
M. Plancon, refusing to consider them. 
W. B. Townley, first secretary of the 
British legation, and Ouchida Yusuya, 
the Japanese Minister, counseled Prince 
Ching to remain firm and to insist upon 


the restoration of Manchuria according 


to agreement, which stipulates that the 
Chinese government shall be replaced 
in Manchuria in all respects as it was 
before the war. 

The United States has not yet taken 
formal action in the premises. Japan is 
more strongly opposed than any other 
power to Russia's aggression, but it is 
not believed here that she will go to 
the length of war. 

The policy of Russian Ambassadors 
abroad and of St. Petersburgh in fos- 
tering reports that China was on the 
eve of insurrection has been watched 
here for some time past with much in- 
terest as attempts to create the im- 
pression that Russia was justified in 
holding Mancburia. 

United States Minister Conger has 
been annoyed by the repeated news- 
paper reports that he has reported to 
Washington that he expected an up- 
rising and an attack upon the lega- 
tions. All his reports have been of a 
directly opposite tenor; he has sent 
nothing that could possibly be con- 
strued in an alarmist tone. 

LIKE BOMBSHELL TO LONDON.

LONDON, April 24.—The Foreign Of- 
fice has heard nothing confirming the 
reported dispatch of Japan warships to 
Newchwang. At the German Embassy 
here it was pointed out that Count 
Von Buelow, the German Imperial

Chinese agreement. 

Count Bornstorff, first secretary of 
the German Embassy, said. While 
Germany is a friend and supporter of 
the ‘open door, our interests in Man- 
churia are scarcely sufficiently impor- 
tant to justify our interference.“ 

th on account of the international 
political conditions and King Ed- 
ward's approaching visit to Paris, 
where Russian sympathy is strong, 
the announcement from Peking came 
like a bombshell to London. It is dis- 
cussed with much reserve. 

Nothing definite will result unt 
Wednesday of next week or later. Lord 
Lansdowne is moving slowly on ac- 
count of lack of information and be- 
cause he realizes’ that Great Britain 
has her hands full, owing to the 
troubles in Somaliland, the govern- 
ment's attitude and the matter of the 
Bagdad Railroad, the differences in 
South Africa and party disaffection. 
The Foreign Secretary has been warned 
not to take any steps to embroil Great 
Britain in unnecessary trouble. There 
does not appear to be the slightest 
hesitation, however, in joining the 
United States and Japan in a joint 
‘protest in the event of confirmation of 
the construction which has been placed 
on Russia's attitude. 

Baron Hayashi, Japanese Minister to 
Great Britain, was questioned tonight 
on the situation. He said there was 
every reason to believe the correctness 
of the reports of Russia's demand, 
which he characterized as contrary to 
the provisions of the agreement. He 
pointed out that China had not yet 
given her consent to these demande. 


FORCIBLE JOINT PROTEST. 
IS BREWING AT LONDON.

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 

: Washington, March 1, 1903. 

The following memorandum, which 
was handed to the Chinese Minister on 
February 19, is transmitted to you 
for your information and communica- 
tion to the government to which you 
are accredited. 

The preservation of the territorial 
integrity of China having been recog- 
nized by all the powers now engaged 
in joint negotiations concerning the in- 
juries recently inflicted upon their 
ministers and nation by certain offi- 
cials and subjecte of the Chinese Em- 
pire it is evidently advantageous to 
China to continue the present interna- 
tional understanding on the subject. It 
would be, therefore, unwise and more 
dangerous in the extreme for China 
to make arrangements or to consider 
any propesition of a. private nature 
involving the surrender of territory or 
financial oblieations by convention 
with any particular power, and the gov- 
ernment of the United States, aiming 
solely at the preservation of China from 
the danger indicated and the conserva- 
tion of the largest and most beneficial 
relations between the empire and oth- 
er countries, in accordance with the 
principles set forth in its circular note 
of July 3, 1900, and in a purely friend- 
ly spirit toward the Chinese Empire 
and all the powers now interested in 
the negotiations, desires to express its 
sense of the impropriety, inexpediency 
and even extreme danger to the inter- 
ests of China of considering any pri- 


‘\ vate territorial or financial arrange- 


ments, at least without the full know!l- 
edge and approval of all the powers 
now engaged in negotiation. 

[Signed] HAY. 

These instructions were cabled to our 
representatives at St. Petersburg, Lon- 
don. Berlin, Paris, Vienna, Ro and 
Tokio. 

Our representative at St. Petersburg, 
August 30, 1901. wired the State De- 
partment: “Count Lamsdorf then vol- 
unteered the statement in the most pos- 
itive terms that while Russia is, at 
present, for certain necessary military 
purposes, occupying certain points 
within the Chinese dominions, this {s 
d temporary measure, and that Russia 
has no intention whatever of seeking 
to arevire or of retaining a single 
inch of territory in either China or in 
Manchuria.” 

In view of the latest developments in 
Manchuria, the naval strength of the 
various powers in Chinese waters be- 
comes interesting. The Russian fleet 
has been eradually Increased, until it 
now numbers forty-two vessels. France 
has thirtv-one ships and twenty oth- 
ers in India and Cochin China waters. 
Great Britain. at last account. had 
thirtv-seven war vessels in Chinese 
waters and Germany seventeen. The 
Kentucky and Oregon are the only 
American battleships on the Asiatic 
station. but there are twenty-four oth- 
er smailer American wars 227 
ing two monitors and some small gun- 
boats in Philippine waters. Japan has 
a strong naval force on the coast.

Chaffee Gives Rockefeller’s Bible Class

In February last year, after we had 
had soldiers killed, shot down in the 
outskirts of camp by natives we were 
trying to treat with kindness, we saw 
that there was no other way than force. 
I went down to the Moros’ country in 
person to investigate, and ultimately 
went to the dattos demanded 
some of the murderers of our soldiers. 
It was on May 2 that Gen. Baldwin 
teok the fort of the datto, who was 
ir ‘ent, and refused to surrender the 
prisoners. 

We did not get on very good terms 
with these Moros. They are a very 
suspicious people, and want to be let 
alone. For the matter of that, we did 
not want to disturb their religion or 
their customs, except where, in the 
latter respect, we could help them. 
You have recently heard of Capt. 
Pershing who is in the Moro country 
now. Well, to illustrate, I may say 
that there was one Sultan whom Capt. 
Pershing had invited time and time 
again to come and talk with him, and 
instead of coming, the Sultan kept 
fortifying himself all the year, and 
finally waved his old red fi te us 
and dared us to come on, e came 
and the Sultan is not there any 
more.“

BOLD ROBBERY. 


Thousand Dollars Taken from Passen- 
gers on Burlington Train at the Union 
Station in Lincoln. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

LINCOLN .Neb.) April 24.—Paesen- 
gers on Burlington train No. 41 were 
held up and robbed of $1000 early this 
morning as the train was leaving . 
Burlington Union Station in Lincoln. 
The train has been robbed three times 
within 100 miles of Lincoln. The rob- 
bery of last fall netted $50,000 to the 
men who did the work, and no trace 
of them has ever been found. 

The work this morning was accom- 
plished mostiy while the passengers 
from branch and feeder lines of the 
Burlington were in the depot await- 
ing the arrival of the transcontinental 
trains.

The conduc- 
tor and porter, with the passengers, 
were herded into one end of the car 
and a search instituted by one man 
While the other held the crowd back 
with guns. They left the train between 
Lincoln and Milford.

SPRINGFIBLD (In.) April 24.—Until 
a committee appointed to investigate 
the charges of bribery in the interest of 
the Mueller Traction Bill made by 
Speaker Miller yesterday has reported 
and until George W. Hinman of Chi- 
cago has been summoned before the 
bar of the House to prove similar 
charges published in the Chicago Inter-

now pending. This action was deter- 
mined upon by the anti-Miller forces 
today and they carried it through by 
the passage of the Hinman resolution. 
The opponents of the Miller faction are 
firm in the belief that no proof of brib- 
ery will be forthcoming. 

At 10:20 Mr. Lindley asked unani- 
mous consent of the House for the 
consideration of the Lindley bill and 
requested further that the consent 
should cover ail the amendments. The 
-consent was obtained and Lindley en- 


traction legislation, past and present. 

While Lindley was talking on the 
traction question Representative Schla- 
genhauf made an attempt to force the 
} bribery question before the House by 
calling a point of order on the length 
of Lindleys’ speech. Schlagenhauf, how- 
ever, was induced by his friends to 
wthidrew his point of orderand Lindley 
continued his speech. 

Schiagenhauf then submitted a reso- 
lution calling for the investigation ot 
the charges made by George Hinman 
of Chicago, and published in the Inter- 
Ocean,

imously, eight members being absent 
or not voting. 

Representative Morris introduced 4 
resolution ordering the appointment of 
a committee of five to investigate the 
charge of attempted bribery of the 
Speaker which was made yesterday by 
Speaker Miller. It was unanimous.y 
adopted and the Speaker named as 
members of the committee, Wheeler, 
Kopf, Morris, Johnson and Fairley, all 
five personal friends and adherents of 
the Speaker. 

The fact that Speaker Miller failed 
to appoint as a member of the com- 
mittee Mr. Rinacker who, on Thursday, 
moved the appointment of the com- 
mittee, stirred the anti-Miller peuple 
to wrath and Clarence S. Darrow of 
Cook, moved that the committee of 
five be increased to eleven, and that 
Representatives Rinacker, McKinley, 
Trautman, Bundy.

The credits exchange at the Los Angeles 
Aearinghouse yesterday amounted to 
$865,608.91, as compared with 8683. 
‘905.06 for the corresponding period of

1 LAWS AND REFORMS. 

L The seloon question has again come 
‘prominently to the front in Los An- 
igeles and adjoining counties, in con- 
‘nection with efforts that have been 
‘put forward to secure the closing of 
the Saloons in various towns. The 
galoon question, like the poor, we al- 
Ways have with us. There is scarcely 


any section of the United States where 


it is not brought forth and agitated, 
‘from time to time. In New York, re- 
cently, a new law has gone into effect 
increasing the saloon tax 50 per cent., 
for from $800 to $1200 a year. Our Los 
‘Angeles saloon keepers think they are 
paying a high tax, but the New York 
‘tax le now twice as large as that col- 
ected by the city of Los Angeles. It 

estimated that the new law will de- 
yerease the number of saloons in 
“Greater New York at least 40 per cent. 


‘Before the first Raines law went into 


‘effect, in 1896, there were more than 
,16,.00 saloons in hut now Greater 
New York, but the adoption of 
‘restrictive measures drove at least 
4000 saloons out of business immedi- 
‘ately, as there are now 12,000 saloons 
‘in Greater New York. On the basis 
“of the present percentage, the new 
‘Raines law will force 4800 ealoons out 
‘of business.

Ne suspected of sympathizing with the 


«undesirable element, is quoted as say- 
‘ing, in regard to this change: 

“The license may raise a few m- 

on dollars more for the use of the 
State. but it will also raise a new 
class of criminals in New York which 
will keep the police busy.” 
Ot course, the passage of this law 
has aroused much opposition among 
the liquor element, and\has resulted in 
a declaration of war on Gov. Odell. A 
dispatch from New York says: 

“The Liquor Dealers’ Association 
had already plans under way to start 
a subscription for a $2,000,000 fund 
which is to be raised to destroy, 
politically, every person who in any 
„way aided the passage of the high- 
license bill, which means, according to 
liquor dealers, the ruin of at least 20 
‘per cent. of those who are at present 
engaged in the liquor business.” 


In this connection, it should be re- 


membered that a high license is not 


the only thing—or,. indeed, the most 
important thing—to be considered, in 
the regulation of the saloon traffic. A 
man who wishes to run a disorderly 
house—to sell liquors to drunkards, 
and permit people to rob on his prem- 
ises—can better afford to pay $100 a 
month than a man who intends to 
strictly obey the law and sell no 
drinks in unlawful hours can afford to 
pay $50. A prominent social reformer, 
who has devoted much attention to 
the liquor question, was recently 
quoted as saying: 

“One boast has been that we have 
outiawed the liquor traffic; that it is 
in the hands of the worst men of the 
community. If I had my way I would 
not allow any man to engage in the 
‘business who was not a good, true 
man. a law abiding citizen and had 
distinguished himself for tntegrity in 
all that constitutes true manhood. I 
like very much what Mr. Brown has 
to say for himself about the efforts 
he is making to eliminate from the 
sale of intoxicating liquors every dis- 
honorable man engaged in it. God 
bless Mr. Brown and speed him in his 
good work.” 

As The Times has pointed out on 
previous occas , there are many 
things besides a high-license tax that 
may be done to lessen the admitted 
evil of the liquor traffic. In one sec- 
tion of Austria, for instance, there 
is a local law which provides, among 
other things, that it is illegal to make 
e man drunk. Therefore, if a drunken 
man is found in a liquor establish- 
ment, for the first time the Ifquor 
dealer is admonished by the court. 
For the second time he pays a fine of 
$100; the third time, $200; the fourth, 
$300, and in case of an offense occur- 
ring the fifth time the license of such 
person is irrevocably revoked, and no 
relative of his is allowed to reopen 
the business in the same place. 

A novel idea is about to be tried 
in New York, where,

The managers of the new tavera 
are to be teetotalers. No women are 
to be permitted in the place, and no 
intoxicated man cali buy a drink. 

The out and out Pfohibitionists win, 
of course, turn up their noses at all 
these

with the “rum fiend.” Sensible re- 
formers will, however, welcome ef- 
forts, from whatever source they may 
come, if they promise to furnish a 
practical means of lessening the ter- 
rible results that now follow the im- 
moderate consumption of fiery al- 
coholic beverages. : 


UTTE CITY SHUNTED. 

Butte City, Mont., is practically 
without telegraphic communication 
with the outside world. The local 
office of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company has been closed indefinitely, 
and the announcement has been 
formally made that business through 
the company’s office in that city will 
be entirely suspended until further 
notice. This order, it is explained, ap- 
plies to all leased wires leading into 
Butte. 

This drastic action on the part of 
the Western Union was caused by a 
strike of messenger boys. After the 
messengers quit, the company em- 
ployed men to deliver its messages, 
paying them as high as $5 per day. 
The men, however, were assailed, 
pelted with eggs and other missiles, 
and driven back to the office, which 
was also pelted with stones, decayed 
fruit, eggs, etc. In sheer disgust the 
company decided to close up the of- 
nee and “cut out” the elty of Butte 
until the time comes—if it ever comes 
hen the company can be guar- 
anteed adequate protection in the 
conduct of its business. 

The action of the telegraph company 
is unfortunate for the business inter- 
ests of Butte, and for its citizens gen- 
erally. But the company can hardly 
be blamed for withdrawing from the 
city, under the circumstances. It is 
evident from the published accounts of 
the trouble that the authorities of the 
city were almost criminally remiss in 
the performance of their duty, in not 
affording to the company the protec- 
tion to which it was entitled. Every 
individual, firm or corporation engaged 
in a legitimate business is entitled to 
full legal and police protection against 
violence, in any form, in the transac- 
tion of such business. To the extent 
that such protection is refused or 
neglected by the properly-constituted 
authorities, a state of anarchy pre- 
vails, and the rights of all citizens 
are menaced. 

The entire history of trade-unionism 
is a shameless history of violence, 
coercion, and lawlessness. It is par- 
ticularly disheartening when even 
boys resort to the methods of the 
thug and the bully, and when the 
peace authorities tolerate such meth- 
ods. The citizens of Butte are prob- 
ably themselves ohiefly to blame for 
the telegraphic isolation of that city. 
Certainly, it would seem, if there is 
a wholesome public sentiment in 
Butte, it would not have permitted 
the existence of conditions so serious 
as virtually to compel the Western 
Union Telegraph Company to close 
up its office and leave the city. Per- 
haps, in the interval which will de 
allowed for reflection, the law-abid- 
ing citizens of Butte will assert them- 
selves to the extent of insuring full 
protection to the company if it will 
consent to reopen its office for the 
transaction of business.

OISONS BY MAIL. 

Tne frequency with which persons 
are poisoned by eating articles of 
various kinds sent them by parties 
unknown to them, through the mails, 
is something astonishing. It may al- 
most be said that not a week passes 
in which some one, in some part of 
the country, is not poisoned in this 
magner. It would seem that the ac- 
countg of these happenings, so fre- 
quently published in the newspapers, 
would serve to put people on their 
guard against eating anything sent 
them by mail, unless they are fully 


informed as to the name and char- 


acter of the sender. Certainly, it has 
over and over again been proven to 
be unsafe to take chances with any- 
thing so sent, anonymously. 

One of the latest cases of poisoning 
by mail is that, of Roland I. Morgan, 
formerly of Chicago and later of 
Elgin, III. who has just died at 
Pensacola, Fla., as the result of eat- 
ing a small amount of breakfast food, 
which was sent him by mail, ostensi- 
bly as a sample. Morgan's sister and 
mother both tasted of the food, and 
almost immediately thereafter became 
very ill. Morgan, as the dispatch giv- 
ing an account of the affair informs 
us, laughed at them and preparing a 
small amount of the food In a saucer 
ate it. He was seized with spasms 
almost immediately, and died in great 
agony before medical aid could reach 
him. An analysis of the food left in 
the package revealed the fact that 
it had contained enough strychnine 
to have killed more than a score of 
men. 

The postal authorities have taken 
up this case with a view to bringing 
the perpetrators of the crime to pun- 
ishment, but the chances of their do- 
ing so are somewhat remote, as the 
postmark upon the package was so 
indistinct as to make it impossible to 
tell where it was sent from. The prob- 
abilities are that the perpetrator or 
perpetrators of this murder will escape 
the clutches of the law, as so many 
perpetrators of similar crimes have 
escaped before. 

Tae only safe yay is for everybody 
to make a rule, and adhere to it 
rigidly, not to eat or drink anything 
received by mall (or in any other 
way) unless the sender is positively 
known. If such a rule were observed 
by every person, crimes like that at 
Pensacola would be virtually impos- 
sible. It will not do for any person 
to say he has no enemies, and there- 
fore has no reason to fear an attempt 
upon his life. Mr. Morgan had no 
known enemy, yet he was singled out 
as the victim of a dastardly murder. 
He would be alive today if he had 
used the simple and sensible precau- 
tion above suggested.

Preachers Tell Them Whyfores 
/ Their Faith. 


Few Sly Hits at Each Other— 
Burdette Was There Only 
in Spirit. 


The “Why Am I” symposium to 
which the Sunset Club listened last 
night gave to the members a large 
dessert of theology to digest with the 
dinner that preceded it.. 

The preachers were not to be caught 
napping, and without exception they 
were armed with carefully-prepared 
papers, and the sly hits they gave each 
other—the intellectual jabs in the 
ribs—were ‘‘with malice aforethought.” 

There was not as much of this fun 
and frolic—not as much sparkle to the 
wine—as one might have been led to 
expect from the bringing together of so 
many ministers of somewhat different 
ways of thinking; nor was there as 
much of it as there would have been 
had the talks been extempore. The 
clergymen were on their mettle, how- 
ever, and didn't want some other fel- 
low to come there cocked and primed 
on the doctrines of his church and be

BURDETTE'S GHOST. 


Robert J. Bufdette could not be 
but he was represented by a 
characteristic pleasantry. He sent 
word to the chairman to ask Dr, 
George Thomas Dowling, rector of 
Christ Episcopal Church, to answer 
the question why he had jumped the 
Baptist fefice. Dr. Dowling’s answer 
was: 

Take word back to Bob that I say 
that if every man in the congregation 
was as genial and loving as Bob, 
there d be no necessity for jumping out, 
for such a church would be void of of- 
fense (a fence.)” 

All the speakers went considerably 
into the details of their several doc- 
trines, and some enlarged upon the 
numerical strength and financial im- 
portance of the denominations they 
represented, so that in instances it 
was difficult to deduce a succinct an- 
swer to the question: “Why Am I——.” 

Very Rev. Father P, Harnett, in rep- 
resenting the Catholic chirch, re- 
viewed the life, atonement and resur- 
rection of Christ and the doctrine of 
theological infallibility as a preroga- 


„tive of the Pope as the one rightful 
successor of St. Peter. 
“On these facts was the Catholic 


church established,“ said Father Har- 
nett, “and therefore I am a Catholic. 
There is unity of faith in the Catholic 
church, and in that church alone, and 
because the Catholic church has all the 
attributes of the church founded by 
Christ, I am a Catholic.”’ 

In introducing his subject, Why I 
am a Presbyteriaf,” Rev. Malcolm J. 
McLeod of Pasadena touched upon the 
subject of “oneness,” suggested by 
Father Harnett and said: 

“We Protestants are one as the 
ocean, and many as the billows; one 
as the firmament, and many as the 
stars. We are closer toge than 
some of us think, and the man who 
can't get a fit is hard to please. 

“I am a Presbyterian, first, because 
I believe in its form of government, 
Even those who criticise our creed are 
— slow to commend our constitu- 
tion. 

“Secondly, because I believe in her 
system of doctrine, which is straight 
and strong and sturdy and true. Our 
doctrine is not to die and be saved, but 
live and save others. Our enemies 


innumerable host is foreordained to be 
lost. This is a caricature at Presby- 
terian faith; a one may be logically 
true and morally false—this is morally 
false. Their criticism of our doctrine 
concegning infants is even more of a 
caricature on our gospel of love. 
Third. I am a Presbyterian because 
of her liberality. Presbyterianism, as 
a creed, is for the ministers and elders, 
but its members need accept only 
Christ. 
“Fourth, because I am a Scotchman.

Rev. Dr. John Lloyd Pitner said he

Because, be- 
ing of the people, she is devoted to 
the people: because of her spirit. her 
doctrine, her polity and her achieve- 
ments I am a Methodist.”

“Because Unitarianism more nearly 
conforms than any other to my ethical, 
spiritual and intellectual needs,” said 
Rev. C. J. K. Jones, I am a Unitarian, 
and because it is more in accord with 
modern scientific spirit and thought: 
because it is the gospel of the free 
intellectual agency of man: because it 
seems to 9 the only honest system of 


a Presbyterian, been 
taken for a Methodist, have adminis- 
tered the holy unction of annointing 
with oil as a Catholic, and—and have 
fellowship with Episcopalians.”

one. In the downtown section where 
there are no trees or shrubbery along 
the sidewalks, an art light at the inter- 
section of the two streets, as is now the 
case, does very well, but In the resi- 
dence sections, where there are shade 
trees (not as many as there ought to be,) 
overhanging the sidewalks, the pedes- 
trian is as much at t mercy of the 
thugs as though there were ho light 
whatever. 

In fact, the only safe (7) place to 
walk is the center of the street. 

In eastern cities lamp posts light 
the walks on both sides of the street, 
and although we may consider this 
method antiquated, if it were in opera- 
tion here there would be an immediate 
and material decrease in these danger- 
ous hold-ups. 

The crying need of the city is not 
more policemen, — more where 
people walk at night. Abandon the 
elevated arc lights that are now only of 
benefit to the streets proper, and substi- 
tute therefor smalier lamps at certain 
intervals along both sidewalks in a 
block. The system now in vogue is ex- 
pensive and does not accomplish its 
purpose. The one herein suggested 
might cost as much or more, but it 
would lessen the frequency of these 
hold-ups which are terrorizing pedes- 
trians in all sections of the city. 

That radical reform in the method 
Tot street lighting is necessary is appar- 
ent to any one who has given the mat- 
ter intelligent consideration, and that 
such reform, if inaugurated in a man- 
ner that will light the sidewalks clearly 
from block to block, will go far toward 
eradicating the hold-up business and 
its attendant terrors, I am firmly con- 
vinced.

Llewellyn Bros. gave an “at home” 
yesterday at their recently enlarged 
establishment in the manufacturing 
district, which proved an interesting 
affair to 200 or more invited guests. 

The guests assembled in the com- 
pany’s office at 2 o'clock, and prior 
to making a tour of the establishment, 
an informal reception was held at 
which Maj. John T. Jones, represent- 
ing the company, acted as toastmaster, 
calling for speeches from Mayor Sny- 
der, Councilman Todd, Senator Fred 
Smith, Theo. A. Eisen, Building Su- 
perintendent J. Krause and Theodore 
Summerland. On behalf of the firm 
speeches were made by G. W. Gaur- 

ret and Rouse Liewellyn. 

"The ‘firm, which started in business 
in 1887 in a shanty on Upper Main 
street, now has one of the most com- 
plete and convenient plants for the 
manufacturing of mining and, other 
machinery om the Coast and its business 
has developed until it employs over 300 
men, half of them skilled workmen and 
most of them educated by the firm. To 
it is due the credit of having revolu- 
tionized the local manufacturing in va- 
riqus branches of the important in- 
dustry of steel work. When the firm 
began business only cast iron was han- 
died, and now thousands of tons of 
structural steel are turned out, this 
company supplying nearly all the steel

used on of the modern 
buildings going up in the business 
center. 


An inspection of the plant showed 
that the firm is rapidly adopting all 
the latest improvements, a move that 

has become necessary since it has en- 
. in an important way, in com- 
petition with the important manufac- 
turers of the East and West. Electric 
wer been adopted wherever 
possible, and crude oil is used to some 
extent in the furnaces. 

One of the labor savers recently in- 
stalled, and which attracted consider- 
able attention yesterday, is a friction 
saw that has a capacity for eating into 
anything from a brass tack to a 
twenty-four-inch steel beam. While in 
operation yesterday, the saw, which is 
run by a twenty- four-horse-power 
electric motor and swings at the rate 
of 126 revolutions a minute, cut 
through a twenty-four-inch beam in a 
minute and a quarter. An idea oy the 
time and labor saved by this bit of 
machinery alone may be gathered from 
the fact that under the old method it 
would take two men nearly a day to 
do the work by hand. 

Machines that cut half-inch holes in 
strips of steel three-quarters of an 
inch in thickness, and do it as though 
the steel were s much cheese, were 
seen in operation, as were other labor 
savers that represent advancement in 
manufacturing, machinery. 

Among devices recently installed isa 
traveling crane that can pick up ten 
tons of material and carry it from one 
building to another. 

In the manufacturing of mining ma- 
chinery the company made re- 
markable progress, and stands ready 
to supply almost anything in that line. 
It recently shipped two sets of rolis 
for a mill on the Gold Roads property 
in Arizona, four sets for the Shannon 
Copper Company at Clifton, Ariz., and 
completed the furnace top for the 
largest copper-matting furnace in the 
world, that of Phelps, Dodge & Co. 
The trip yesterday proved a revela- 
tion to many who inspected the estab- 
lishment, and the company was com- 
plimented at every hand for its enter- 
prise.

AWFUL CRIME 
IN RIVERSIDE. 


Mrs. Clara Fischer Almost 
Killed, Then Burned. 
Gasoline Poured on Unconscious 
Form and Ignited. 


— — 


Testimony Strong Against the 
“Widower, Who is Failed. 
Hideous Case. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


RIVERSIDE, April 24.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Yesterday morning Mrs. 
Clara Fischer, wife of F. C. Fischer, 
a barber, was burned to death in the 
rooms occupied by the couple since 
last December, in the Stewart Block, 
on Eighth street, presumably as the 
result of an accidental explosion of a 
can of gasoline. Tonight F. C. Fischer, 
the widower, is locked up in the Coun- 
ty Jail, practically charged with the 
murder of his wife, a handsome, at- 
tractive and bright woman of 25. 

The testimony brought out at the 
Coronér’s inquest today leads to the be- 
lief that one of the most awful crimes 
of the century was committed yester- 7 
day morning in the smaller of the 
two rooms occupied by the Fischers, 
and used as a kitchen. 

Smoke was seen issuing from the 
front room of the suite about 10 o'clock, 
An alarm was turned in, and the fire 
soon extinguished, disclosing the 
charred and almost unrecognizable re- 
mains of Mrs. Fischer, lying flat on 
her back. There was a gasoline can in 
one corner of the room, and a gas 
stove in another corner. 5 

ROASTED TO DEATH. 

The supposition was that Mrs. Fis- 
cher, while cleahing a dress with gago- 
line, was the victim of an explosion, 
but the only reasonable conclusion to 
be drawn from the testimony brought 
out at today’s inquest is that she was 
strangled and choked into insensi- 
bility, laid on her back on the floor, 
several, ‘gallons of gasoline poured over 
her, a match applied to the prostrate 
form, the door locked, and a few min- 
utes’ later the cry of fire heard. 

Coroner Dickson, who conducted the 
inquest, and Drs. O. C. Darling and J. 
F. Brown, all testified, as the result of 
an autopsy, that the woman's right 
arm was broken just above the wrist, 
and that there were indications of the 


throat having been crushed by external 


force, two bones being broken. There 


were bruised spots on either 8 of 
the thorax. 

There was evidence that the an 
lay on her back all the time fire 
was in progress, her light X 
and underclothing not being even, 
scorched under the back. jury 


rendered a verdict to the effect that 
the deceased had come to her death 
by being strangled and left uncon- 
scious, and her clothing set afire. One 
juryman hung out against charging 
the husband directly with the crime, 
and the other five let it go at that, 


INSURED DAY BEFORE, 


Fischer was placed under arrest 
after giving his testimony, and before 
the testimony of the doctors had been 
heard. All he said was: “If my wife 
was murdered, I did it.” He mani- 
fested no surprise over his arrest. The 
couple are said to have quarreled re- 
cently. The day before the tragedy 
occurred Mrs. scher was initiated 
into the Lady Maccabees, her life 
thereby being insured for $2000, which 
is spoken of as a possible motive for 
the alleged crime. Fischer admits 
walking to the room with his wife 
about fifteen minutes before the fire 
was noticed. He says he left her pre- 
paring to make some kind of a mix- 
ture with gasoline. 

The things that count against Fis- 
cher are: His wife's broken arm and 
bruised and broken throat, the fact 
that out of a five-gallon can of gaso- 
line purchased a week ago, only one 
gallon remained in the can, There was 
no explosion, and gasoline was not 
used for fuel, a gas stove being in the 
room. 

On the stand today, Fischer testi- 
fied that he went to the room with 
his wife from Boyer's store, where 
they went to get materials for dyeing 
ribbons; that they used paint in chlo- 
roform and a gallon of gasoline to 
form the mixture. He was only a few 
minutes in the room, and warned his 
wife when he left to be careful abqut 
the gasoline. He said it was only 
about three minutes after he left the 
room without locking the door that he 
heard someone cry fre“ and ran back. 

“THERE SHE IS.“ 


Other witnesses, including the physi- 
cians and firemen, testified that the 
fire must have been in progress ten 
minutes or more before being discov- 
ered. D. C. Rice of Cleveland, O., a 
veteran fireman, and who was first to 


reach the room, testified that he tried 


the doors, but found them locked, and 
then kicked in the window. The smoke 
and flames burst out into his face and 
overcame him and he was obliged to 
At the bot- 
tom of the stairs he met the husband 
and turned and went back with him. 
The flames were being sucked into the 
room from the hole in the window. 
husband was the first to discover the 
body, and pointing through the window 
to the mass on the floor, he cried: 
“There she is.” 

Mr. Rice said he could hardly have 
distinguished it as a body, as he looked 
over the husband's shoulder. Carson 
Wilbur testified that he could not see 
the body when Fischer exclaimed 
“There she 18,“ pointing to the exact 
spot where the inanimate mass lay on 
the floor. The Coroner's jury that was 
quick in reaching a Verdict consisted 
of Frank McKern, Ben Ables, A. I. 
Schoepf, G. J. Vollmar, J. L. Camp- 
bell and James Havey. 

Fischer has been regarded as an er- 
ratic individual. Whenever able to 
get a few persons to listen to him he 
would harangue them. His manners 
and dress arg eccentric. Last night in 
the City Hospital he wold fall asleep 
and suddentv waken — a yell.

MANY INDIAN RELICS FOUND. : 

REDONDO, April 24.—In the excava- 
tion of the Nob Hill tract, a large 
number of Indian relics were un- 
earthed, demonstrating that at one time 
that particular location was used as an 
Indian burying ground. Most of the 
relics are in excellent shape and of 
various designs, consisting of pipes, 
stones canoes, vessels and many other 
things, impossible to classify. A num 
ber of relic hunters have been on the 
ground, among them Dr. Palmer of

The object of the conspirators was to 
annoy Huntington, to keep the streets 
broken up during Fiesta, to mar the 
visit of the President, and to harass 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association. 

But tracklaying is progressing as 
usual on Main street. Crews were 
rushed in from adjoining towns last 
night, and the strike was completely 
broken. Some 400 fool peons lost . their 
jobs. 

THE DEMANDS. 

In their formal demands served in 
person by L. W. Biddle, secretary of 
the Council of Labor, and the leaders 
of the peon gang, on the companies, 
they wanted 20 cents“ an hour, instead 
of 15 cents, with time and one-half for. 


days. The peons wor kten hours a day. 
On such a job as is being done by 
General Manager Randolph on Main 
street, the peons are paid, according to 
regular schedule, 17% cents an hour. 

The calling of the men from the 
Main-street job yesterday was dra- 
matic. An agitator ran along the street 
like a Mercury, ordering the peons to 
stop work, whereupon hundreds of 
them immediately dropped their shovels 
and picks and followed after him like 
a lot of sheep. until the end of the line 
was reached at the corner of First and 
Main streets. where a crowd of specta- 
tors was congregated. Not one work- 
man in four seemed to realize what it 
was all about. After they had been 
gathered together, they were ordered 
to meet in a hall down in the depths 
of Sonoratown, y were har- 
angued by the agitators during the 
afternoon. 

Both General Manager Muir and 
General Manager Randolph refused to 
listen to the union. They were willing 
t® treat with the laborers individually. 
but would in no way recognize the 
union demands. The threat of a atrike 
did not scare them. When Biddle 
called on Muir. in company with A. 
M. Nieto, secretary of the union, 
lives at No. 664 San Fernando street. 
it is said that Muir in vigorous way 
consizned the whole outfit to everlast- 
ing perdition and made it easy for 
them to leave his office without delay.

By 7 o'clock in the evening, 
however, work was resumed, Mexicans 
from Long Beach, Monrovia and A1- 
hambra having been transterrea from 
work on the interurban lines of the 
Pacific Electric Company and other la- 
borers picked up wherever they could 
be found. A ftvurce of about 200 men 
worked all night. 

The men hired to take the places of 
the strikers yesterday were employed 
on the basis of 22% cents an hour. 

When General Manager Rundotph of 
the Pacific Electric was seen by a 
Times reporter last night, he was mut- 
‘tering something under his breath 
about “Millions for defense, but not

STARVING HORSE. 


Agent of Humane Society Puts Stop 

to Cruelty to Dumb Beast at Syca- 

more Grove. 

D. Edmonds, veterinary surgeon to 
the Humane Society, and Humane Dep- 
uties Zimmer and Carpenter, investi- 
gated a shameful case of cruelty yes- 
terday afternoon, as a result of which 
there probably will be an arrest and 
prosecution. A rancher named Llewellyn 
living near Sycamore Grove, reported 
to the Humane Society that in a pasture 
close to his place a horse had been 
tied up to a tree for the last two days 
and nights, without feed or water. 

Dr. Edmonds says: “We found the 
poor brute in diktress, and tied up so 
short to a tree that fo lie down was 
impossible, All around was fresh grass, 
as though to ‘torment the starving 
brite. The horse was tied up so as 
to gentle it as d to break- 
ing. This ist Spanish style of 
horse-breaking—te take out the ani- 
mals spirit by starvation: and it's 
high time that such a barbarous cus- 
tom Was stamped out.”
